Mi  .  Chairman,  Madam,  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  to  you  my  annual  report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  March,  1945* 

Mow  that  hostilities  are  rapidly  approaching  an 
end  I  feel  that  it  would  not  be  amiss  to  refer  brief  a* 
to  the  problems  that  have  beset  this  department  during 
the  war,  aid  to  the  difficulties  which  no  doubt  lie  ahead# 


For  five  years  our  dwelling  houses  have  been  denied 
all  but  the  scantiest  of  re,.--:irs  and  renovations#  This 

lack  of  attention  has  of  necessity  led  to  further  dis-

re  .airs  and  the  cumulative  effect  if  allowed  to  continue 
will  obviously  bring  serious  results#  Lack  of  paint  leads

to  corrosion ,  ana  corrosion  nay  moan  dampness  with. it s 
falling  plaster,  mould,  and  serious  effects  on- the  health 
of  the  occupants#  To  say  the  lea,  t ,  it  is  indeed  a 
difficult  position  for  a  health  official  tc  be  inundated 
with  complaints  of  disrepair  of  property,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  know  that  in  some  cases  months  will  have  to  elapse 
before  repairs  can  be  effected.  Judging  by  my  reading  of 
reports  from  various  Authorities  this  position  is  general 
throughout  the  Country#  It  is  right  of  course  that  bombed 
and  blitzed  areas  should  have  first  call  on  man-power  and 
materials,  but  I  think  that  local  authorities  should  do  all 
in  their  power  to  secure  the  hasty  return  of  men  and-" 
materials  for  the  building  trades#

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big  demand  for  more  modern  facilities 
than  have  hitherto  been  provided.  A  very  large  percentage 
of  our  houses  have  no  hot  water  system  or  baths  they 
invariably  have  damp  flag  floors*  inadequate  shallow  sinks 
and  little  or  no  food  store  *  together  with  a  waste  water 
closet#  This  latter*  in  my  opinion*  is  the  worst  feature 
of  our  present  drainage  system.  I  am  not  advocating  any 
particular  way  of  overcoming  these  problems*  I  am.  merely 
wondering  if  the  coming  generation  of  house-holders  will 
accept  those  condtions#  It  is  on  invidious  position  for 
health  authorities  to  have  to  instil  the  necessity  for 
hygiene  upon  a  public  who  are  to  a  large  degree  denied  the 
means  of  practicing;  it*  To  all  right  thinking  persons  the 
question  of  economics  must  take  a  prominent  olace  in  this 
matt  or  *  but  I  believe  that  it  should  be  the  aim  of *  all 
concerned  in  this  great  problem  to  try  at.  le~st  to  provide 
homes  in  which  children  ecu:  be  safely  born,  and  roared  in 
good  health* 


I  crave  your  indulgence  for  having  expressed  myself 
on  these  matters*  but  I  do  feel  that  now  that  there  is 
son©  hope  ox  an  early  return  to  more  normal  affairs  this 
problem  of  housing  should  be  one  of  first  importance#  Every 
endeavour  should  be  made  to  provide  good  accommodation  as 
early  as  possible,  and  I  for  my  part  will  do  all  in  my  power 
to  assist  in  the  better  housing  of  the  community# 

Othor  wartime  difficulties  which  rise  quickly  to  mind 
are  the  obvious  ones  of  man— power  *  and  the  serious  delays 
that  have  occurred  in  o  .taaning  spare  parts  for  motor 
vehicles.  Indeed  our  salvage  vehicle  ha#  had  to  be 
s crapped  as  useless  end  the  prospects  for  the  continued 
use  of  the  vehicle  put  on  the  road  in  its  place  are  not 
very  bright*  It  is  fortunate*  however*  that  no 


serious  time  loss  has  occurred  in  respect  of 
spares  for  the  refuse  freighters 5  and  except 
vehicles  have  been  engaged  on  snow  clearance 
endeavour  has  been  made  to  collect  house  ref 
regular  weekly  basis .
